Duly sworn states: 


I was interned in the Camp MOFNTILAN as a civil internoe, 
On the 28th January 1944 I was told by our female seetion- 
lender i'rs. "REITS| A" to oppesr at the Jepanese Camp Office. 
Here I satyn Jevanese Inspector of Police, ‘rho took me to 
the Police Station cutside the camp together ‘ith six other 
women and girls. Their names were: “ANNIE HOOVANS", Mrs. 
"ZETILSTRA", ifrs. "PLEVKER", Irs. "FROUI", Yrs. "KEYXOOP" and 
rs. "de LEG". YoY Yen, DO es be Wl ey et We fs ey Shy Oe pe le” 

After ve h2d returned to the cemp under the guidanc 
of the Javanese police-inspector and hnd packed our trunks, 
the letter tock us back to the Japanese Camp-Office. Here ~e 
were handed over to the three Japs, by whom re vere trans- 
ported in 3 private cars to MaAGCLANG where we arrived at 
4 p.m. We were teken to a small camp, called TOSGOERAS, 
consisting of 14 houses. We met o group of vomen end girls 
here whe had been taken from cur camp cn the 25th January 1944, 

On the 3rd February 1944 we were ogain medically 
examined by the Jnpanese doctors, this time the girls 
included. Thereson ve vere informed thet wo were intended 
for a Japanese brothel. In the evening of that day the 
brothel wos to be opened. After coming home, i‘rs. "PLFKKER" 
and myself closed all the doors and windows. At ebout 9 p.m. 
there “as 2 knock at the doors and windc's; we "rere told to 
open them end not toc clese cither doors or windows. We did 
so, with the exception cf the becroom, whure I locked myself 
in. I reperted this until Sunday 5th Februery; on that 
ceension also Japanese soldiers entered the camp (before only 
Japanese officers). Some cf these scldiers entered and one 
of them drev me sloug to my room. I resisted until a KEFPEI- 
official entered and told me that we had tc recsive the Japs, 
for if we vere not willing, our husbands, whose whereabcuts 
vere known, would be held responsible. after this information 
he left me along with the soldier. Even then I cffered 
further resistence, but 1s 2 matter of fact I got the worst 
of it; he tcre my clothes from my body and tvisted my arms 
on my back, so that I was poverless, vhereafter he compelled 
me to have sexuel interecurse vith him. I do not know who 
this soldier was, neither do TI know the nome of the KEV P3I- 
official. 

Things vent on like this for three weeks. On working~ 
days the brothel wes open for Jap officers, on Sundays in 
the afternoon ror Jap N.C.O's, whereas Sunday mornings were 
reserved fcr Jap soldiers. The brothel was occasionally 
visited by Jap civilians. I always resisted, but in vain. 

Towards the snd of February or the first days of March 
1944 I vas told to appear at the office, where a Jap officer~ 
was present celled "TAKIGUDJE", who promised to investigate 
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into the matter on the grounds of my complaints regarding 
the trentment I hed experienced. He also promised to do 
his utmost to heve us sent beck to an internment camp. He 
et onee improved things for us by closing the brothel for 
soldiers, N.c.O's ond civilians.
